Wy EREAS, by an Act made in the tenth year of the reign of His preſent Majeſty, intituled, 
An A for making navigable the river or brook called Worſley Brook, from Worſley Mill in the townſhip of 
Worſley, i in the county palatine of Lancaſter, to the river Irwell, in the ſaid county,” (reciting, that the making 
and keeping the ſaid river or brook navigable and paſſable for boats, and other veſſels, would be very 
beneficial to trade, advantageous to the poor, and convenient for the carriage of coal, ſtone, timber, and 
other goods, wares, and merchandizes, to and from the ſaid places and parts adjacent, and anſwer many 
other good purpoſes) certain perſons therein named were appointed and impowered to undertake and 
complete the ſaid navigation; but the perſons ſo appointed have hitherto neglected to carry the ſaid Ad 
into execution, whereby the public hath been deprived of the benefit thereby intended: And whereas a 
eut or canal may be made from a certain place in the townſhip of Salford, near Mancheſter, in the ſaid 
county of Lancaſter, to or near W orſley Mill aforeſaid, and Middle wood, in the manor of Worlley, and 
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to or near Hollin Ferry, in the ſame county, and ſupplied with water from the faid Worſley Brook, and 


other brooks and places near to the ſaid propoſed cut or canal, ſufficient for the floating and carrying of 


boats, and other veſſels of conſiderable burthen, by which the conveyance of coals, timber, ſtone, ma. 


nure, goods, wares, and merchandizes, to and from the ſaid towns of Mancheſter and Salford, and a con- 


ſiderable part of the county of Cheſter, will be greatly facilitated, and the intention of the ſaid recited 


Att moſt effectually anſwered: And whereas the moſt noble Francis Duke of Bridgewater, being Lord 
of the Manor of Worfley aforeſaid, and proprietor of very conſiderable quantities of coal there, and be- 


ing alſo proprietor of a great part of the ſaid Worſley Brook, and of the lands through which the ſaid 
intended cut or canal will be made, for many miles in length, is willing and deſirous to undertake the 
making thereof at his own expence, and to do and perform ſuch things as ſhall be neceſſary for the ſup-

meadow, known by the name of Maſter Cooke's Tenter Croft, in the townſhip of Salford aforeſaid, now 
in the occupation of the ſaid Maſter Cooke, to or near Worſley Mill and Middlewood, in the faid 
manor of Worſley, and from thence to or near Hollin Ferry aforeſaid; and to ſupply che ſaid cut 
or canal, whilſt the ſame ſhall be making, and when made, with Water from Worſley Brook afore- 
ſaid, and ſuch brooks or ſtreams as communicate with, and run jnto, the ſaid Worſley Brook, and

to dig, cut, trench, ſough, and remove earth, ſtone, rubbiſh, trees, roots of trees, and all other 

obſtructions for the making, uſing, maintaining, and repairing, the ſaid cut or canal, and towing 
paths on the ſides thereof, and for the making, uſing, maintaining, and repairing, of ſuch trenches, 
paſſages, gutters, and watercourſes, as ſhall be neceſſary and proper to convey ſuch water as aforeſaid 

to and from the ſaid cut or canal, and for the railing, ſtrengthening, and ſupporting, the banks of ſuch 
cut or canal, and towing paths, and ſuch trenches, paſſages, gutters, and watercourſes reſpettively, and 


for the making of weirs and convenient places for diſcharging the water from the ſaid cut or canal, and

for making of ſuch back drains, gutters, or trenches, as ſhall be neceſſary or proper to prevent any da- 
mage to the lands or grounds adjoining or lying near the ſaid cut or canal, by the ouzing or flowing of 


water from, or out of, the ſame, and for the making, maintaining, enlarging, opening, or altering, any 
roads, ways, paſſages, cuts, locks, trenches, ſluices, or other conveniencies, to or from the ſaid cut or 
canal, for the conveying, and alſo cranes, weighing beams, and other engines, for the loading or unload- 
ing of coals, and other goods, to and from the fame; and to incloſe and appropriate ſuch parts of the 
ſaid lands and grounds adjoining to the ſaid cut or canal, as ſhall be proper for wharfs or quays; and to 
make, maintain, repair, and alter, any bridges, arches, or paſſages, over, under, or through, the ſaid cut or 
canal, or the ſaid trenches, paſſages, gutters, watercourſes, and {luices reſpeRtively, which ſhall communi- 
cate therewith; and to make and ſet up ſuch poſts, rails, hedges, ditches, banks, and other fences, on the

WIUxREAS, by virtue of FER Abts of Parliament, made in the thirty-ſecond and thirty-third 
years of the reign of King George the Second, and the ſecond year of the reign of His preſent Majeſty, | 

the moſt noble Francis Duke of Bridgewater hath made and completed a Navigation, from or near 
Worſley Mill and Middlewood, in the manor of Worſley, in the county palatine of Lancaſter, over 

the river Irwell, to the town of Mancheſter, in the ſaid county, and alſo from Longford Bridge 0 the | 
river Merſey, in the county of Cheſter: And whereas, by a ſurvey lately taken, it appears that A 
navigable cut may be made from the ſaid navigation, in the townſhip of Worſley aforeſaid, to or 
near the town of Leigh, in the ſaid county ; which would be of great benefit to all perſons reſiding or 
having eſtates near the line of ſuch: cut, and of public. utility : And whereas, the ſaid Francis

SANKEY CANAL. 


Tur Acr of 28th of GEORGE II. for rendering navigable the river or brook, called Sankey 


Brook, in the county palatine of Lancaſter, ſtates in the preamble, that this Brook, from the place 
where it communicates with the river Merſey, below Sankey bridges, is capable of being made na- 
vigable up the ſtream or current of the ſaid brook, and its three ſeveral branches; namely, to 
Boardman's Stone Bridge, near St. Helens, on the South branch; to Gerrard's Bridge, on the mid- 
dle branch; and to Penny Bridge, on the North branch. The powers and privileges, uſual in 
ſimilar caſes, of purchaſing land and other things neceſſary for the navigation at a fair eſtimate, to 
be made by commiſſioners named in the At, and the removal of all impediments and obſtruQtions, 
are granted to the undertakers in the ampleſt manner; under the limitations, however, that no new 


mills ſhould be built on the river, or any of its branches; nor any warehouſes, keys, or wharfs, 


within one hundred yards diſtance of any capital or manor-houſe, or in or upon any field, yard, 


garden, or orchard, that was uſed as ſuch upon the agth day of September, 1754, or for twelve 
months together next after ſuch erection. 


It was enatted, that, in conſideration of the great charges and expences of the undertakers, not 
only in making the ſaid river or brook and its branches navigable, but alſo in maintaining the dif- 
ferent works neceſſary to the navigation thereof, it ſhould be lawful for them to demand and reco- 
ver on all wares and commodities carried up or down the Sankey River or Brook, with its branches, 


either from the bridges aforeſaid to Liverpool, or any part of the river or its branches, for every 


ton weight of coal, canel coal, ſtones, ſlate, flags, timber, or other goods and merchandizes, any 
ſam not exceeding ten-pence, and ſo proportionably for a greater or leſs quantity than a ton. 


„ 

In favour, however, of works of general or public utility, as well as the private property through 
which the canal paſſed, it was provided, that lime-ſtones, for all purpoſes, paving. ſtones, gravel, 
ſand, and all other materials for making and repairing of roads, keys, and wharfs, to and upon the 
ſaid navigation, and for the private uſe of the perſons whoſe lands ſhould be cut, or made uſe of for 
the ſame, ſoapers* waſte, dung, and all ſorts of manure for land, reſpectively, ſhould not be charged 
with any duty, but be free and exempted from the payment thereof. —And for the better aſcertaining 
the tonnage of coal, canel coal, charcoal, coke, cinders, timber, and wood, it was enaQted and de- 
clared, that ſixty-three cubical feet of coal, canel coal, charcoal, coke, and cinders, ſhould be deemed 
and. rated a ton; and that fifty cubical feet of fir, poplar, alder-wood, withy, or willow, and forty 
cubical feet of oak, aſh, or any other timber, ſhould be eſtimated a ton. 


For the more eaſy collecting the duty, it was enatted, that every maſter of any boat, or other 
veſſels, navigating on the Sankey or its branches, ſhould give a report in writing to ſuch perſon or 
perſons as ſhould, from time to time, be nominated by the undertakers' collectors of the duty, under 
the penalty of paying the ſum of ſeven ſhillings and fix-pence per ton for all above what ſhould be 
contained in ſuch account or report.—And, in order that the maſters of all veſſels navigating within 
_ theſe limits might be the better known, it was enaQted, that they ſhould cauſe their names to. be ſet in 
large capital letters, painted white on each outſide of every boat or other veſſel, higher than it 
ſhould fink into the water when full laden, under the penalty of paying to the undertakers, or their 

aſſigns, the ſum of forty ſhillings, to be levied by diſtreſs and ſale of ſuch offenders goods. 


By the ſame Act, power was granted to the undertakers and their aſſigus to enter, meaſure, and 
gauge veſſels; and, having done this, they are directed to enter the contents of the veſſels, with the | 
names of their owners and maſters, and their reſpeQive numbers, in a book. Allowance 1s made of 
duties in proportion to the deficiency of loading, the vacant ſpace in the boat or veſſel being firſt 
duly meaſured or gauged. —The undertakers or their agents may re-meaſure every boat or other 
veſſel when, and as often as, the owner or maſter's name, number, or mark, ſhall be defaced, or 
otherwiſe, as they ſhall think proper and neceſſary, and renew and mark the ſame again. And if 
the owner or maſter of the veſſel ſhall refuſe to have it meaſured, marked, or numbered; or if he 
ſhall alter or deface the names, marks, or numbers, he ſhall pay a forfeit of five pounds.——Boat- 
maſters or owners of veſſels. are made anſwerable for damages done by the crew. Perſons on board, 
not being duly qualified by the ſeveral laws and ſtatutes relating to game, having nets, guns, or other 
inſtruments, for taking or-deſtroying fiſh or game, are made liable to a fine of five pounds. 


By the ſame AQ, proviſion is made for the conſtruQion and maintenance, at the expence of the 
undertakers, of convenient gates, bridges, paſſages, and ſtiles, in all the hedges and fences in the 
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towing-paths and ways; as allo, of flood-gates, for letting the waters into the lands for their im- 


. 


provement; but thoſe flood-gates are not to be opened from the 1ſt of May to the 10th of October. 
—Perſons who wilfully or maliciouſſy open ſuch flood- gates betwixt the dates of prohibition already 
mentioned, to forfeit to the land-owners (20. or to be committed to the houſe of correction. 
Perſons wilfully or malicioufly deſtroying the works belonging to the Navigation are declared by 


the AQ guilty of felony, and liable to tranſportation. 


No boatman, having paſſed through any lock within the limits of this Navigation, is to ſuffer the 
water to remain in the lock longer than is neceffary for his veſſel to paſs through the ſame: boat- 
men, or their agents, are to ſhut the lower gates of the lock before they draw the clouſe of the 
upper gates; and to ſhut the draw-bridges and the gates in the . Theſe three articles 
are enaRted under a — of forty ſhillings for each offence. 


Perſons tele and obſtrukting the paſſage of the river, to forfeit Cg. —Veſſels funk in the 
river not to be ſaffered to lie in it to the obſtruction of others, but to be weighed up, and drawn 
out of the way of other veſſels paſſing and re-paſſing, and to be detained until payment be made of 
the expences attending that neceſſary operation. —Proper places are made in We river for „— to 
paſs each other: veſſels going up give way to veſſels going down. 


It is lawful for any owner or occupier of any lands or tenements adjoining to the Sankey Brook, 
cuts, or canals, to uſe any pleaſure-boats thereon, vithout paying any rate or duty; ſo that theſe 
may not be made uſe of for carrying any coal, or other r materials ſubje& to quty. | 


The ſame AR of the 28th of GEORGE II. contains an adjuſtment of the meafure of coal to be 
brought down the Sankey river or brook, and fold within the town of Liverpool. It is enadted, 
that a coal buſhel ſhall be made in a circular form, with a plain and even bottom of the diameter of 
nine inches and an half, from outſide to outſide, and containing one buſhel and one quart of water, 
Wincheſter meaſure. A ſtandard buſhel of braſs has been provided, according to the act of the Le- 
giſlature 1 che Sankey n and kept by the clerk of the market. . | 


All dealers in coal within the limits of this Navigation, ufing coal buſhels, are obliged, before they | 
uſe them, to have them fitted for work and uſe with iron or copper ; and, after they are fo fitted, 
to carry them to the Exchange of Liverpool, to be ſealed by the proper officer there with a ſteel in- 


ſtrument on the uppermoſt iron or copper hoop or ſtrap:—And according to the ſtandard buſhel of 
Liverpool, all other greater or ſmaller meaſures are, in their contents, to be exally proportioned 


and adjuſted. —The faid coal buſhel and the other ſtandard meaſures for the markets of Liverpool,

to be heaped up with coal, as much as can be readily done with a ſhovel.— The meaſures to be kept 
at the reſpeQtive places for the ſale of coal; namely, the reſpettive warehouſes, yards, cellars, docks, 
flats, or other veſſels, lying at the town-ſide of Liverpool ſheds, or other repoſitories for coal.—All 
offenders againſt theſe regulations, reſpecting the uſe of certain fixed meaſures of coal, to forfeit 
for every offence, the ſum of fifty pounds, 


Although the above AQ was paſſed for the purpoſe of rendering navigable the brook Sankey, it is 
to be obſerved, that the navigation intended has not been accompliſhed by deepening, or widening, or 
in any other way, improving the bed of the river Sankey; but a collateral cut has been executed, to 
which-the brook ſerves as a feeder, and which is, on that account, very naturally denominated the 
Sankey Navigation. About the year 1760, a fecond Att was obtained for the purpoſe of lengthening 
this canal, in order to lock into the river Merſey, with a view to prevent ſo long neaps, for which the 
additional tonnage of 2d. was granted, making the price of carriage 1s. per ton,—In point of time, this 
canal claims precedence, it being the firſt executed in the kingdom; it has eight ſingle locks of about 
{ix feet fall each, and two double locks of 15 feet fall each, making in all 78 feet fall ; and eighteen 
wooden bridges, which turn on ſwivels; its depth is 5 feet 7 inches; width, 16 yards.—The principal 
articles carried on this canal are copper ore, corn, and coals; of the latter article not leſs than 80,000 
tans annually. cit

THE 


Leeds and Liverpool Canal. 


Tus firſt AQ for this Canal paſſed in 1770, by which the-undertakers became a body corporate, by 
the name of The Company of Proprietors of the Canal Navigation from Leeds to Liverpool,” with power 
to raiſe the ſum of { 920,000. in ſhares, deemed perſonal eſtate. 


The work was proſecuted with ſpirit; and in a few years there were finiſhed gg miles on the York- 


ſhire ſide, viz. from Leeds to Holm-bridge, near Gargrave; and 28 miles on the Lancaſhire fide, viz. 


from Liverpool to Newbrough ; but, the money ſubſcribed being all expended, the works were diſ- 
continued for ſeveral years. 


In 1790 another Act was obtained, to enable the Company to vary the line from the North fide to the 


South fide of the river Calder, and to raiſe a further ſum of money ; and the works have fince been 
continued from Holm-bridge to near Burnley, in Lancaſhire. The remainder of the line 1s- unkmihed: 


at preſent. 


In 1794 another AR paſſed, to enable the Company to make a conſiderable alteration in that part of 5 


the line of the canal which then remained unfiniſhed; and to carry the ſame more Southwards, ſo as to 


paſs by the market-towns of Burnley Blackburn, Chorley, and Wigan, where it joins the head of the- 


Douglas Navigation; by means of which, and about ſeven miles of that navigation, (viz. between 


Wigan and Newbrough,) the junQion between the Yorkſhire and Lancaſter ends of this canal wall be 
compleated. 
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The whole length of the canal, according to this arrangement, is 129 _— viz.

- The ſummit of this canal is at a village, called Foulridge, near Coln, where it paſſes under ground 
1630 yards, by a tunnel, which is 18 feet high and 17 feet wide. The fall Eaſtward, from the ſummit, 
to the navigable river Aire, at Leeds, is 409 feet; and Weſtward to the baſon, at Liverpool, 431 feet; 
which baſon is about 52 feet above the river Merſey at low water. Between the ſummit and Leeds are 
44 locks, viz. 15 to Holm-bridge, (from which place to near Bingley there is.a level pool of 17 miles 
in length,) 11 from Bingley to the junction with the Bradford Canal, and 18. from thence to Leeds. Be- 
tween the ſummit and Liverpool are 47 locks, viz. 7 locks near Barrowford, 7 near Blackburn, 28 
between — and Wigan, and 5 (on the upper Douglas Canal) between Wigan and Newbrough. 


There are ſeveral large aquedutt bridges on the finiſhed part of the IEG particularly thoſe over 
the river Aire below Bingley and above Gargrave. 


This canal is calculated for diſtributing the various imports of Hull and Liverpool over the whole 
country between Leeds and the latter port; merchandize of all denominations, therefore, paſs upon 
it: and pervading, at convenient intervals, diſtrifts producing coal, limeftone, and ſtone, of the beſt 
| quality, the trade upon it in theſe articles is conſiderable. 


The tonnage allowed to be taken by the Ad, is as follows, Viz. 


On merchandize, any ſum not exceeding 12d. per ton, per mile. 
On coals and — dd. 
On limeſtone and other ſtone - - 02d. 


No wharfage is allowed to be taken if the goods do not remain longer than ſix hours upon the 
wharf; nor more than 13d. per ton on coals, ſtone, or brick; and gd. per ton on merchandize, pro- 
vided the articles remain no longer there than fix days.

The original eſtimate was ſhort of G 200,000. for the whole canal, which was ſoon found to be 
very inadequate for the purpoſe, double that ſum having been already expended in executing leſs than 
two third parts of the line,

Douglas, alias Alland, Navigation. 


By an AQ, paſſed in the ſixth year of the reign of Gon I. William Squire, Eſq. and Thomas 
Steers, Gent. both of Liverpool, were empowered to make the river Douglas, alias Aſland, naviga- 
ble, from a place called Miry Lane End, in the townſhip of Wigan, to the river. A with ſuch 
collateral cuts as may be found neceſlary, 


The tonnage allowed to be taken is not to exceed 28. 6d. per ton; and is to be the ſame with 
_ reſpeQ to Coal and Cannel, whether the diſtance they paſs be greater or leſſer. 


| By the Act for making the Leeds and Liverpool Canal, which paſſed in 1770, Alexander Leigh, 
Gent. and the other proprietors of the Douglas Navigation, were authoriſed to make a canal 
from that navigation, to the Leeds and Liverpool Canal, near a place called Newbrough, where they 
crofſed each other. This junQive cut or canal, being about 37 miles long, with a fall of 12 feet, was 
compleated i in 1774. 


Afterwards, the proprietors of the Leeds and Liverpool Canal became purchaſers of a conſiderable 
part of the Douglas Navigation, and, in order to improve the ſame, executed an entire canal from the 
junQtive canal above-mentioned, to Wigan. The length of this part is 35 miles, and it contains 18 

feet of lockage. By this means an entire canal was made from Wigan to the junction with the Leeds 
and Liverpool Canal, near Newbrough, of about ſeven miles in length, containing five locks, which 
include a fall of go feet.

BRADFORD CANAL. 


IN the year 1771, an AQ was obtained for making a Navigable Cut, or Canal, from Bradford, 
10 join the Leeds and Liverpool Canal, at Windhill, in the townſhip of Idle, in the county of 
York; the ſubſcribers to which were made a body politic and corporate, by the name of 6 The 
Company of Proprietors of the Bradford Navigation,” and empowered to make the ſame as ſoon as 
6000. was ſubſcribed; to be divided into 60 ſhares, and to be deemed perſonal eſtate. 


This Canal, or rather branch, is about chree miles long; and has eight locks, including a fall 
of about 81 feet, of the ſame ſize with thoſe on the Leeds and Liverpool Canal. It was finiſhed 


in 1774. 


Beſides the various Articles of merchandize, confiderable quantities of coal, ſtone, and iron, 
(the produce- . the W of Bradford,) are carried on this navigation.

' a navigable canal from Wilden Ferry, in the county of Derby, to or near Aſton, Weſton, and 
Egginton, in the county of Derby, Burton, Wichnor, Haywood, Sandon, Stone, Trentham, Stoke, 
Newcaſtle and Harecaſtle, in the county of Stafford, and Lawton, Sandbach, Woqlemch, n 
Brook, and Runcorn, in the county of Cheſjer. 925 


With full e to enter on any land, ſet off, dig, cut, and make the ſaid canal, with the neceſſary 
towing paths, bridges, tunnels, . aqueduds, Nuices, locks, wie rs, reſervoirs, &c,. and to ere the 
neceſſary-wharfs, quays, landing places, cranes, and other works, the ſaid Company Paying a rea- 
ſonable compenſation for all damages done by them; and the uſual powers are giyen to all bodies 
politic, &c. and all truſtees, guardians, &c. to ſell and transfer; and commiſſioners are appointed to 
determine all differences. 
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The proprietors were authorized to raiſe amomg themſelves the ſum of . 1 go, ooo divided into 650 
ſhares of 200l. each. Every ſubſcriber to have a vote for each ſhare, and no perſon is to poſſeſs 
more than twenty ſhares, except by will or abt in law. That ſum not having been ſufficient to com- 


plete their works, they were empowered by ſeveral ſubſequent Atts of Parliament, to raiſe the fur- 
ther ſum of .

The execution was attended with many difficulties, which before that time were deemed inſur- 
mountable, particularly in croſſing the river Dove, in Derbyſhire, where the canal is carried over

On the banks of this canal in Cheſhire there are ſeveral ſalt works, where the fine white ſalt is made 
from brine, and, alſo an inferior ſort for the Newfoundland and other fiſheries. The ſeveral Counties 
of York, Lancaſter, Lincoln, Nottingham, Derby, Leiceſter, Warwick, Oxſord, Stafford, &c. &c. 
are chiefly ſupplied from theſe works. There is, at Marſton near Northwich, a mine of rock ſalt 
which is dug in immenſe Pp and exported from Liverpool toRuſſia and other foreign parts. 


The coal works are very numerous on the line of this canal; particularly about Harecaſtle, where 
| ſome of them communicate with the canal by fide branches, or cuts made out of the tunnel, which 
enable boats to navigate into the works, and load their coals at a very moderate expence. There are 
other coal works at Norton, Hanley, Lane End, &c. The coals from the Norton works are in high 
eſtimation from their excellent quality, indeed there are none more pure and free from ſulphur, ſome 
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of theſe, as alſo from Harecaſtle, are conveyed to a conſiderable diſtance by water, even to Oxford, 


which is above 160 miles. The prices at the pits are various, from 58. to 6s. per ton of 21 cwt. 


The Staffordſhire potteries are ſituated in the neighbourhood of Newcaſtle Under Line, about the 4 
centre of this canal; which ſituation renders the ports of Hull, Liverpool and Briſtol equally con- 


venient for the exportation of the manufaQured ware, ſo well known and eſteemed all over the globe. 


This canal connetts the ports of Hull and Liverpool; and by means of the Staffordſhire,and Wor- 
ceſterſhire Canal (which unites with this canal at Haywood,) and the river Severn, communications 
are formed with all the great trading and manufaQuuring places in theſe parts of the kingdom, nes

The expedition in conveying goods by Inland Navigation being a matter of great importance * 
traders; it is worthy of remark, that goods are frequently carried coaſtwiſe from London to Gainſ-

by Chriſtleton, Waverton, Hargrove, Huxley, and Tiverton to Nantwich, Permiſſion is alſo 
given to cut a branch from a place weſt of Tiverton, to the northward, over Lea Green and 
Clive Green to Middlewich. But a clauſe is inſerted in the AQ to prevent this canal from 
communicating with the Trent and Merſey Canal, at Middlewich. Gag, 


The branch to Middlewich was abandoned, but the canal was begun in 1972, and completed 
in a ſhort time. For want of coal and lime-ſtone on the line of this navigation, and owing 
io a _ mortgage, this canal has hitherto remained in a dormant ſtate.

Staffordſhire and Worceſterſhire Canal. 


Iva the ſixth year of the reign of George III. A. D. 1966, An Ad paſſed for making and main- 

taining a navigable cut or canal, from the river Severn, between Bewdley and Titton Brook, in the county 
of Worceſter, to croſs the river Trent, near Haywood Mill, in the county / Stratford, and to communi- | 
cate with a canal, intended to be made between the ſaid river Trent and the river Merſey.” 


The preamble ſets forth, that by making a cut or canal, from the river Severn, through or near 
Kidderminſter, in the county of Worceſter, to or near Autherley, in the county of Stafford, and 
from thence by or near the river Penk, to or near Penkridge, and from thence croſs the river 

Trent, near Haywood Mill, and to join and communicate with a navigable cut or canal intended 
to be made between the rivers Trent and Merſey, for the navigation of boats, barges, &c. with 
heavy burthens, will open an eaſy communication between the interior parts of the kingdom and the 
ports of Hull, Liverpool, and Briſtol, and other trading towns, which will be of advantage to the 
ſaid towns, and to their manufaQtories, and will tend to the improvement of the adjacent lands, the 
relief of the Poor, and the preſervation of the public roads; It, therefore, 


Ex Ars, that the perſons therein named and their ade ſucceſſors, heirs, and aſſigns, ſhall be 
a company for the above purpoſe, and be one body, politic and corporate, by the name of The 
Company of Proprietors of the Staffordſhire and Worceſterſhire Canal Navigation, and by that name ſhall 
have perpetual ſucceſſion, and a common ſeal, and by that name may ſue and be ſued. And ſhall 
have powers to purchaſe lands without incurring the penalties of the ſtatute of Mortmain; and to com- 
pleat the ſaid cut, and ſupply the ſame with water from certain reſervoirs and ſprings, to make re- 
ſervoirs of water, and enter the lands of any perſon or bodies corporate, to dig and cut the ſame, 


and erett the neceſſary buildings, doing as little damage as may be, and —_— ſatisfaftion to the 
owners and proprietors thereof,

The ground to be taken not to exceed 26 feet in breadth, except in certain places where it may 
be judged neceſlary to put down wharfs, or for the boats to turn, lie, or paſs each other, and not 
to exceed 60 yards in breadth in ſuch places. Nor ſhall any land be ſet out, contrafted for, or 


uſed for making any navigable cut from the faid canal, without the conſent of the owner, nor 
above 1000 yards with ſuch conſent. 


Power 1s given to bodies corporate, truſtees, guardians, &c. to ſell and convey.ſuch land or 
exchange the ſame, and in caſe of diſagreement between the parties reſpeQing the prices, commiſſion- 
ers are appointed to determine the ſame; and if their award is unſatisfactory, a jury is to be ſum- 
moned, whoſe verditt is to be final. Perſons malicioully deſtroying the banks, or other works 


erected in purſuance of this Act, ſhall be deemed guilty of felony and tranſported for ſeven years. 


Proprietors are empowered to raiſe money amongſt themſelves to carry on the work, to the amount 
of 70, oool. in ſeven hundred ſhares of 100l. each, and if that ſum be not ſufficient, may raiſe among 
themſelves any further ſum, not exceeding go, oool. Each ſhare to receive a diviſion of the tolls 
every {ix months. Every ſubſcriber to have a vote, either by himſelf or proxy, for every ſhare. 
General aſſemblies to be held on the third Tueſday in March and September, in every year, to 
chuſe fifteen perſons who poſſeſs three ſhares each, to be a committee for managing the: affairs 
of the ſaid Company ſubje& to the controul of a general aſſembly. And if any fifteen or 
more proprietors ſhall judge a ſpecial general meeting to be neceſſary; they may call the ſame 
ſpecifying the reaſon of ſuch meeting, and giving ten days notice at leaſt, previouſly therets. 
General aſſemblies muſt conſiſt of three hundred ſhares, who have power to audit accounts and make 
calls of money on the proprietors, to make RCRA, for the good government. of the navigation, and 
paint or remove officers. 


Books of accounts and a regiſter of the ſhares to be kept by the proprietor's clerk, to which each 
proprietor, on reaſonable requeſt, may have acceſs. Perſons may diſpoſe of their ſhares, and dupli- 
cates of ſuch deed of ſale muſt be delivered to the-proprietor's clerk to be filed and regiſtered; pur- 
chaſers to have no intereſt in the navigation, till theſe terms are complied with. Commiſſioners 
may alſo appoint a clerk to enter their proceedings, and ſuch entries when ſigned by the commiſſioners, 
ſhall be deemed originals, and admitted as evidence in all courts whatſoever. No e of the 
commiſſioners ſhall be held, but within five miles of the canal.

- Maſters of boats 
are to give an account, in writing, to the collectors of the tolls, of the particulars on board their boats, 
on penalty, in default, of ten ſhillings per ton. Maſters of boats are required to put their names 
on the outſide of ſuch boat, and every boat muſt be meaſured. Perſons overloading the boats, 
obſtructing the paſſage of the canal, or throwing ballaſt into the canal, to forfeit five pounds,— 
Fifty feet of round timber, or forty feet of ſquare timber of oak, aſh, or elm, or fifty feet 
of fir, timber, deal, beach, poplar, or other wood, to be deemed a ton.—In caſe of difference about 
the weight of goods, the colleftor of the tolls may detain the boat and weigh them; if more

The Att was promoted by ſeveral noblemen and other ſubſcribers, whoſe names are inſerted 


therein as proprietors; was ſolicited by Mr. James Perry, and Mr. John Baker, of Wolverhampton, 
who, aided by ſome friends, procured a ſufficient ſubſcription; and the works were executed 


under the direction of that able engineer, Mr. James Brindley, who built his firſt canal lock on 
this navigation, at Compton, near the town of Wolverhampton, 


At the time this undertaking was begun, canals were little known in this country; the taſk 


to the undertakers was, therefore, an ardous one. But, countenanced by the gentlemen of the

county of Stafford, and aided by the perſonal aſſiſtance of the committee of proprietors, together with 
Mr. Brindley's indefatigable zeal and ſound underſtanding, all difficulties were overcome, and the canal 
finiſhed in fix years; which is carried by aquedutts over the rivers, Trent, Sow, Penk, Smeſter, 
and Stour; and under the town of Kidderminſter to Stourport, where the canal falls into two 
baſons, on which the trade to or from the river Severn is tranſhipped out of the reach of floods; and 
from theſe baſons boats deſcend into the river by two locks. There are, alſo, in the courſe of the 
canal, three tunnels, two large reſervoirs, and a numher of bridges and {mall aquedutts; alſo, wharfs, 
warehouſes, and every convenience for uſing the navigation, at all towns and public roads which 


lie upon it. 


The ſummit or higheſt pound of water, is between the village of Autherley, near the town of 
Wolverhampton and the old Roman road, called, Streetway on Calf-heath, in the county of Stafford ; 
extent ten miles; and feeders of water are brought into the ſaid ſummit from a conſiderable 
diſtance. The lockage from this pound to the Trent and Merſey Canal, at Hayward, is 100 
feet 6 inches fall, gained by 1g locks, each lock ſeven feet wide, and 74 feet long, which paſs 
canal boats calculated to- carry twenty tons; and from the other or ſouthern end of the ſaid 
ſummit into the Severn, is a fall of 294 feet, gained by 31 locks. The canal is 46 miles and 
a half long, go feet wide on the ſurface of the water, and five feet deep; but on the lock-fills 
only four feet deep. The canal was begun Sept. 1766, and finiſhed in 1779. 


The Birmingham Canal branches from this canal at Autherley, by which means much of the 
hard-ware manufactory from the counties of Stafford and Warwick, and the coals from the Bilſtone, 
Tipton, and Wedneſbury mines, are conveyed thereon; the ſame advantages, with reſpect to 
coals, are communicated by the Stourbridge Canal, which joins the Staffordſhire and Worceſter 
Canal at Stewpo ny ;—by means of theſe canals and the Severn, thoſe mines ſupply great partof the 
counties of Stafford, Worceſter, and Gloceſter with coals;—and by means of the Thames and Severn 


Canal a communication is opened with the city of London. 
The uſual rates of carriage, including tonnage or the duty payable to the proprietors, are

Birmingham Canal. 


I the eighth year of George III. (i 768, An Act paſſed for making a navigable cut or canal from 
Birmingham to Bilſtone, and from thence to Autherley, there to communicate with the canal now making 
between the rivers Trent and Severn, and for making collateral cuts up ts ſeveral coal mines.” 


The preamble recites that the making a canal from Birmingham to Smithwick, Oldbury, Tipton 
Green, and Bilſtone to Autherley, to join with the canal now making; and alſo two collateral cuts to 
coal mines and lime-ſtone quarries, will be of great advantage to the towns of Birmingham, Bilſtone, 
and Wolverhampton, the counties of Warwick, Stafford, Northampton, Oxford, Gloceſter, and 


Worceſter; and will open a communication between Birmingham, and the ports of Briſtol, Hull, 
and Liverpool, and be of public utility. Therefore it is 


Ex ACTED, that certain perſons, therein named, ſhall be a body politic and corporate, by the name 
of The Company of Proprietors of the Birmingham Canal Navigation, with the uſual privileges ; with 
power to make a navigable canal in the line above deſcribed; and alſo one collateral cut from near 
Oldbury to Wedneſbury Hollow-way, and another from Toll-end to Ocker Hill, with power to 
take in ſprings, enter lands, build wharfs, bridges, and warehouſes, and keep the ſame in repair. 


The fame limitation in breadth, and the ſame exceptions; the ſame power is given to the 
proprietors of lands or their truſtees to ſell and convey; commiſſioners are appointed to hear 
and determine differences: the ſame regulations reſpecting boats and boatmen ; the ſame penalties 


for obſtrufting the canal; and the ſame ICY for paſſing the locks, are inſerted as in the 
Staffordſhire Att. 
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Noc mines are to be opened within twelve yards of the canal; but mines which run ks the canal may 
be worked, ſo as the tunnel does not exceed fix feet in height, and four feet in breadth. Proprietor 
of the canal may enter mines, and uſe the neceſſary means to prevent damage, at the expence of the 
owner of ſaid mines. Miners are to give notice of their intention. to work within twelve yards of the 
canal, and if the Company ſhall refuſe their conſent, they are then to account to the proprietors for 
the value of ſuch produttions, as they might from time to time have come at and actually gotten, 
Proprietors of the canal may raiſe 55,0001. in 550 ſhares of 1001. each, and no perſon is to poſſeſs 
more than ten ſhares in his own name. If the above ſum is not ſufficient, the proprictors may raiſe 
15,0001, more. Intereſt to be paid them after the rate of 5 per cent. 


The tonnage, on all goods, (lime and lime: ſtone excepted) is not to exceed 14d. per ton, per 
mile, (fix-ſcore lb. to be deemed one cwt.) with * ſame allowance for wharfage, as given to the Staf- 
wo and Worceſterſhire Canal.

No ſooner bad the firſt AQ received the royal aſſent, which was in March, 1768, din the works 
were begun, and through difficulties, at that time conſidered as great, (viz. 1000 yards cutting, in the 
extreme 28 feet deep; embankments and other neceſſary works; with twelve locks of 6 feet fall each, 
and feeders for two mill ſtreams to ſupply them) that part of this canal from the collieries near Wed- 
neſbury to Birmingham, full ten miles in extent, was compleated on November 6, 1769.—Coals, 
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which before ſold in Birmingham from 138. to 18s, per ton, were immediately reduced to 78. 6d, —were 
brought from the Tipton mines, in May, and from Bilſtone, in Oftober, 1770. The communication

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In 1787, the two ſteam engines which had been erefted to raiſe the lockage water into the ſummit, 
being judged likely to be inſufficient, when the Fazeley, Coventry, and Oxford Canals, were opened; 
the Company came to the reſolution, to cut down the ſummit at Smithwick, to the level of the pound 
which extended from the 6 to 204 miles; the length ofthis cutting being about one mile, additional depth 
required 18 feet, making the whole depth in the higheſt ground 46 feet; this was effected (without more 
than 14 days interruption to the navigation,) in about 24 years, at an expence of upwards of 
30,0001. By this means fix locks were removed, and there are now but three locks, about 18 feet | 
riſe between Birmingham and Wolverhampton: but in order ſtill more to facilitate the trade, three 
new locks were erected on a canal, made parallel to the old locks, which has made two paſlages, 
from the Birmingham pound, into the preſent ſummit,

The eſtimate for mak ing this canal was go, oool. but when open to ubertey and compleated, it was 
found to have colt upwards of 100, ooo. for improvements, ſince that time, 50,000l. more. 


The coal wharf at Birmingham, has two branches and a ſmall ſide cut near 40 boats can unload at 
the ſame time; another wharf of about 2 acres was made by the proprietors ſome few years ago, upon 
the Newhall Branch, for timber, ſtone, ſlates, and merchandize, but no wharfage has, upon any oc- 
caſion, been charged. The principal carriage on the canal is coals, coak, and lime; ſeveral 
conſiderable iron furnaces have been erected upon the banks; and very extenſive manufaRories of 
caſt and wrought iron and ſteel: it 1s computed that 25 acres of coal are worked annually, each acre 
is ſuppoſed to contain upwards of 20,000 tons; beſides iron ore. The metals from Cornwall and 
South Wales; pig, and other iron, from Wales and Colebrook Dale, and foreign produce from 
| Briſtol, make a part of the trade of this canal ;—the raff and iron from Hull, and merchandize "OY 
Liverpool and Mancheſter, are now principally brought by the way of Fazeley. It is computed that 
about 70,000 tons of coal are annually taken from the mines, in the neighbourhood of Bilſtone, by 
the Severn and Trent Canal, to the Severn markets. The Tipton coal mines on the ſummit, ſupply 
about two thirds; the Wedneſbury, about one third of the coal brought to Birmingham at this time. 


This canal 1s encithly ſupplied with water by artificial means, (land floods excepted;) the water 
is raiſed, by ſteam engines, out of coal mines and old coal hollows, and from the lower pounds 1 into 
the ſummit, when let down by lockage. 

This canal, like others with which it communicates, was originally. 28 feetwide, top water level; 16 


feet at bottom, and 44 feet deep,—it is now upon by average 40 feet wide at top, and a proportional

The objeQs of this undertaking were to extend the Wedneſbury branch 'of the Birmingham 
Canal into coal mines, (unwrought) near Broadwater's, in the pariſh of Wedneſbury; to extend 
the canal from Birmingham, to the Coventry Canal at Fazeley ; and to afford the markets on the line 
of the Coventry and Oxford Canals, a ſupply of thoſe valuable coals.

No ſuch thing however happened: but, to obtain this defirable event, a plan was formed, and 
an application made to Parliament, in the year 1786, by the late Lord Dudley and Ward, and other 
gentlemen, for powers to make a canal from the collieries, in the neighbourhood of Stourbridge 
and Dudley, through the interior of the county of Worceſter, to communicate with the river 
Severn, below the city, This bill paſſed the Houſe of Commons, but was rejected by the Houſe

The neceſſity of another road, to ſupply Worceſter, its neighbourhood, and the towns and coun- 
try on the borders of the Severn, with coal, becoming every day more obvious from the increaſe

of its conſumption, as well as of its price, Doctor Hooper, of Worceſter, propoſed and brought 
forward a plan for a canal, on which veſſels, carrying 60 tons, might be navigated from the 
Birmingham Canal to the deep part of the Severn, below Worceſter; and by means of which, a dire& 
inland communication would be opened from Briſtol to Hull, and all the eaſt and northern ports 


of Great Britain; beſides opening a road to Mancheſter, and all other places, having communication 
10 means of the various canals, * Birmingham and thoſe ports. 


A bill for a canal, for this purpoſe, was, in conſequence, brought into Parliament, in the year 1790, 
but was s rejected. 


The application to Parliament was renewed, anno 1791; and, after a ſevere conteſt, the bill was

Unforeſcen difficulties in executing the ſtupendous works on this canal, from Birmingham to Weſt- 
Hill Tunnel, the additional tax on bricks, the great increaſe of the price of labour and materials 
of every kind, occaſioned the proprietors to apply to Parliament to raiſe a further ſum of money 
to finiſh the undertaking; and it is not doubted but that, when it is completed, it will anſwer 
all the PERL originally propoſed. 


In conſequence of this application, by Act of the g8th of George II. the proprietors of the 
Worceſter and Birmingham Canal, are authoriſed to raife £ 149,929 1s. 14d. more among them 
ſelves, or by the admiffion of new ſubſcribers, the ſame to be divided into 1259 half ſhares, of

=_ Coventry Canal was a part of the original deſign of Mr, Brindley, to connet the four 
great ports of England together by means of navigable canals, and the AQ of Parliament was 
applied for and obtained as early as the year 1768, and bears the title of, . An A for making and 


maintaining a navigable canal from the city of Coventry, to communicate upon Fradley ns in the county 
of Stafford, with a canal now making between the rivers Trent and Merſey.” 


After dcin che advantages which would ariſe by opening a communication between the city of 
Coventry and the ports of Hull and Liverpool, the AR incorporates certain perſons, by the name 
of „The Company of Proprietors of the Coventry Canal Navigation,” with the uſual powers, pro- 
viſoes, &c. to make a navigable cut or canal from the city of Coventry through the pariſhes or 
places called the Holy Trinity, Foleſhill, and Exhall, in the county of the ſaid city, and through, or 
near to Bedworth, Chilvers Coton, Nuneaton, Caldecot, Hartſhill, Mancetter, Atherſtone, Merivale, 
Whittington, Grendon, Poleſworth, Amington, and Tamworth, in the county of Warwick; and 
Tamworth, Bonehill, Dunſtall, Hoppas, Tamhorn, Whittington, Huddlesford, Streethay, and F radley, 
in the county of Stafford, to communicate on Fradley Heath, with the canal form the Trent to the 

Merſey. 


The proprietors were allowed to raiſe £.50,000 among themſelves, divided into 300 ſhares of

It is alſo provided, that no boat, of leſs burthen than fifteen ton, ſhould paſs through any of the 
locks without the conſent of the Company, or their principal agents, in writing; ard a: y perſon or 
perſons erefting wharfs, or quays, on any part of the ſaid canal, are reſtrained from taking more 
than 3d. per ton for wharfage, unleſs the goods ſhould remain thereon above fix days. 


Buy an Act of the gth George III. for making a canal from the Coventry Canal Navigation to the 
city of. Oxford, aſter granting to the Company of Proprietors of the Oxford Canal, (amongſt other 
rates, therein ſtipulated) 124. per ton, per mile, on all coals paſſing upon the ſaid canal: it is pro- 
vided, that the Company of Proprietors of the Coventry Canal, ſhould take all the ſaid rates, for all 

_ coals which ſhould be navigated on the intended Oxford Canal, within two miles from the junction 
thereof with the Coventry Canal, at Longford, ſuch rates to be applied to the purpoſes of the AQ 

of the 8th of his preſent Majeſty, for making a canal from the city of Coventry to Fradley Heath. 
And that the ſaid Company of Proprictors of the Oxford Canal Navigation, ſhould take all the rates, 
payable, by the ſaid recited AQt of the 8th George III. to the ſaid Coventry Canal Company, 
for a articles (except coals) which ſhould be navigated upon any part or parts of the ſaid Oxford | 
Canal, and afterwards upon the Coventry Canal, within three miles and an half from the ſaid 
junction of the ſaid two canals towards Coventry. 


Soon after paſſing the firſt-mentioned AQ, the Company of Proprietors of the Coventry Canal 
proceeded to execute the line of navigation, authourized thereby; and having carried on their works 
from Coventry to Atherſtone, a diſtance of ſixteen miles fix furlongs, their original ſubſcription of 
L-50,000 was exhauſted, and twenty-one miles remained to be executed. Inſurmountable difficulties 
in raiſing more money prevented the further progreſs of the undertaking for upwards of ten years; 

during which, the revenues of the Company were very ſmall, being confined to a local ſuppy of coals 
only from the neighbourhood within ten miles of Coventry, for the conſumption of that town, and 
the villages, and places near thereto, and the markets on the Oxford Canal ; with ſcarcely any re- 
turns from other articles of merchandize, _ 
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At length, in the beginning of the year 1782, the ſpirit of public enterpriſe again revived, and a 
{cheme was formed by certain perſons for a new navigation from the colleries near Wedneſbury to 
Birmingham, and from thence to join the Coventry Canal near Fazeley. At their ſolicitation, a meet- 
ing was held at Coleſhill, in the county of Warwick, on the 20th of June, 1982, by delegates from 
the reſpective Companies of the Oxford, Coventry, and Trent and Merſey Canal Navigations, and 
from the Subſcribers to the new propoſed Navigation; when it was agreed, on the part of the re- 
ſpetive Companies, that in order to effect a general communication between the Oxford, Coventry, 
and Trent and Merſey Canals, the collieries in the neighbourhood of Wedneſbury, and the town of 
Birmingham, it would be neceſſary that the Coventry Canal ſhould be completed between Ather- 
ſtone and Fradley Heath; that the Oxford Canal ſhould be completed from Oxford to Banbury ; and 
that ſuch new Subſcribers ſhould execute a canal from ſuch coal mines to Birmingham and to Fazeley, 
the more eaſily to effeA the communication between Fazeley and Fradley Heath, it was agreed, that 
the Proprietors of the Coventry Canal ſhould (by authority of Parliament, or otherwiſe) relinquiſh 
to the Proprietors of the Trent and Merſey Canal and to the Subſcribers to ſuch propoſed canal, that 
branch of the ſaid Coventry Canal, lying between Fazeley and Fradley Heath, and that the ſame ſhould 
be executed by them at their joint expence; that the profits ariſing upon the half part thereof, from 
Fazeley to Fradley Heath, ſhould be taken by the Subſcribers to the new intended Canal ; and the 
profits ariſing from the other half part thereof, from Fradley Heath towards Fazeley, by the Proprie- 
tors of the Trent and Merſey Canal : and that when the ſame ſhould be completed, it ſhould be equally 
divided, and each part conſidered as the ſeveral and diſtin& property of the ſaid parties, and ſup- 
ported accordingly. And it was agreed, that the tonnage to be taken for all coals navigated from 


Birmingham throughout the intended Canal to F azeley, and upon all, or any part, or-parts of the 
Coventry and Oxford Canals, ſhou'd not exceed 1d. per ton, per mile.

By virtue of this agreement, and a ſubſequent AR of Parliament, paſſed 23d. of George III. where- 
by che Company of Proprietors of the Birmingham and Fazeley Canal Navigation were obligated to 
perſorm the agreement made at Coleſhill, in the place and ſtead of the Subſeribers to ſuch new navi- 
gation, (for the further particulars of which the reader will pleale to refer to the account of the Bir- 
mingham Canal, page 43, given in a preceding part of this book) application was made to Parliament, 
and an At paſſed 25th George III. intitluled <6 An AR to enable the Company of Proprietors of the 
% Navigation from the Trent to the M erſey, and the Company of Proprietors of the Navigation, on 
« Birmingham to Fazeley, to make a navigable canal, from the ſaid Trent and Merſey Navigation, on 
« Fradley Heath, in the county of Stafford, to Fazeley in the ſaid county ; and for confirming certain 
« articles of agreement, entered into between the ſaid Trent and Merſey, the Oxford and Coventry Ca- 
« nal Navigation Companies.“ Said agreement made at Coleſhill is recited. It alſo recites articles of 
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agreement of the agth October 178 3, between the Company of Proprietors of the navigation from the 


Trent to the Merſey, of the firſt part; the Company of Proprietors of the ſaid Coventry Canal Naviga- 
tion, of the ſecond part; and the Company of Proprietors of the Oxford Canal Navigation, of the 
third part; whereby for the ratifying and confirming the proceedings, reſolutions, and agreements of 
the delegates of the ſaid ſeveral and reſpeQive Companies, and for carrying the ſame into execution 
on their reſpeQive parts, the ſaid Companies mutually and reciprocally covenanted and agreed, that 
the ſeveral reſolutions and agreements entered into by the ſaid delegates ſhould be binding and 
concluſive on the ſaid Companies reſpeQively, as fully as if they had originally been parties thereto, - 
and the ſaid Companies did thereby mutually and reciprocally covenant and agree with each other. 
to abide by, perform, and keep the ſame accordingly. It alſo recites, that the canal from Fazeley 
to Fradley Heath had been accurately ſurveyed, and divided into two equal parts, and a line of divi- 
ſion had been drawn at a place called Whittington Brook, in the pariſh of Whittington, in the coun- 
ty of Stafford, and the part next Fradley Heath had been agreed to be alloted, when finiſhed, to the 
Company of Proprietors of the Navigation from the Trent to the Merſey, and the other part to the 
Company of Proprietors of the Birmingham and Fazeley Canal Navigation, as their ſeveral and re- 
ſpeftive ſpecific parts. The ſaid Act then ratifies and confirms the ſaid articles of the 2gth Oftober, 
1783, and the clauſes, matters, and things therein contained, and declares that the ſame and every 
part thereof ſhall be binding and concluſive upon the ſaid Companies reſpeQively.

By an Act paſſed, 26th George III. intituled © An AQ to enable the Company of Proprietors of the 
& Coventry Canal Navigation, to complete the ſaid canal to Fradley Heath, in the county of Stafford, 
« and for other purpoſes, therein mentioned.” The Company of Proprietors of the Coventry Canal 
were authoriſed to borrow ¶ 40,000, by mortgage or aſſignment of the tolls, of their ſaid navi- 
gation, and purſuant thereto the ſaid ſum was raiſed, and the works of the ſaid canal were extended 
from Atherſtone to Fazeley, during the progreſs of which, the ſaid canal from Birmingham to 
Fazeley, was executed by the ſaid Birmingham and Fazeley Canal Company, and the ſaid part of the 
ſaid Coventry Canal, from Fazeley to Fradley Heath, was executed under the authority of the ſaid 
agreements and Atts of Parliament, confirming the ſame; and the ſame being executed, and notice 
thereof given to the Coventry Canal Company, in the month of January, 1787, they reſolved, on the 
4th of February following, to purchaſe the part that had been allotted to the Trent and Merſey 
Canal Company, next Fradley Heath, purſuant to the agreement and power, given for that purpoſe, 
and the purchaſe money was paid and the conveyance or aſſignment thereof, to the Coventry Canal 
Company, was made and completed, in the month of October, 1787. 


Theſe different lines of canal being completed, the opening of the jundtion, at Fazeley, took 
place, in july, 1790, and the increaſe of trade, has ſince, greatly exceeded all calculation;

By an Att, of g4th George III. for making and maintaining a navigable canal, from the Coventry 

Canal, called the Aſhby-de-la-Zouch Canal, it is enafted, that the Proprietors of the Coventry 
Canal may take for their own uſe, (over and above all other tolls, rates, and duties whatſoever) 
on all coals, goods, and merchandize, which ſhould be navigated or conveyed upon any part of 
the Aſhby-de-la-Zouch Canal, and which ſhould afterwards or from thence be conveyed into or 
upon the Coventry, Oxford, or Grand Junction Canals, or which after having been conveyed . 
upon either of the ſaid canals, and aſterwards or from thence carried upon the Aſhby-de-la- 
Zouch Canal, sd. per ton, and ſo in proportion, for any greater or leſs quantity. And if at any 
time after. any navigable cut or communication ſhould be made with the Aſhby-de-la-Zouch 
Canal, by means whereof any ſuch coals, goods, or merchandize might be navigated, carried, 
or conveyed, from ſaid Aſhby-de-la-Zouch Canal, into or upon the ſaid Oxford or Grand Junc- 
tion Canals, or from either of ſaid laſt-mentioned canals, into or upon ſaid Aſhby-de-la-Zouch 
Canal, without paſſing upon ſaid Coventry Canal, then ſaid Company of Proprietors of | ſaid 
Coventry Canal ſhould take and receive, for their own uſe, for all ſuch coals, goods, merchan-

rates; and alſo to place a ſtop gate or bar acroſs ſuch part of ſaid Aſhby-de-la-Zouch Canal, as they 
ſhould think proper, and might from time to time remove ſuch toll houſe, and ere the ſame at any 
other place or places, at or near the fide of ſaid Aſhby-de-la-Zouch Canal; and might alſo remove

— Oxford Canal, like the Coventry, formed a part of the original plan of Mr. Brindley; and 

the firſt Act reſpecting that canal paſſed in the ninth year of the reign of Geo. III. intituled, 
& An At for making a navigable canal from the Coventry Canal Navigation to the city of Oxford,” which 
recites the advantages which will accrue from opening a communication between the cities of 
Coventry and Oxford: and enafts, that certain perſons ſhall be a body corporate, with power to 
make and cut the ſaid canal, under the title of « The Company of Proprietors of the Oxford Canal 
Navigation,” and veſted with the uſual clauſes, proviſoes, &c. 


The proprietors were impowered to raiſe among themſelves £150,000 to carry on the works, 
to be divided into 1500 ſhares of 100l. each, of which no perſons were allowed to poſſeſs more than 
80 ſhares in their own name; and in caſe the above ſum was not ſufficient, the . might 


raiſe ¶ 50,000 — themſelves, or by the admiſſion of new ſubſcribers. a 


The Proprietors of the Coventry Navigation may take a tonnage on all coals, carried on any part 
of the Oxford Canal, within two miles of the junction thereof with the Coventry Canal, at Long- 
ford, to be applied as the rates and duties, granted by the Act for making a canal from the city of 


Coventry to Fradley Heath: and the proprietors of the Oxford Canal may take all the rates, pay- 


able by the ſaid recited AR of George gd, to the ſaid Coventry Canal Company, for all articles (ex- 
cept coals) which ſhould be navigated upon any part of the ſaid Oxford Canal, and afterwards upon 
the Coventry Canal, within three miles and an half from the faid junction of ihe ſaid two. Canal, to-

The firſt general aſſembly was held the 12th of May, 1769, at Banbury, when Mr. Brindley was 
appointed engineer. The ſecond the gd of Auguſt, 1769, when the line of canal, as planned by 
Mr. Brindley, was approved of, and he was ordered to begin cutting the ſame, at or near 
Bulkington Lane, immediately. | 


The works were continued without intermiſſion to the year 1775, when the canal was completed. 
only to Napton : it was found that { 122,300 had been expended, and the proprietors were unable to ſell 
more ſhares; accordingly an application was made to Parliament, and by an Ad made inthe fifteenth 
year of the reign of George III. for amending the above A&, the Company of Proprietors were 
allowed to borrow, on mortgage of their navigation and tolls, { 70,000, the intereſt on ſuch 
ſum to be paid half yearly in preference to the dividend; which ſum enabled the proprietors to 
complete the canal to Banbury, and the firſt boat entered the baſon there the latter end of March, 
1778, and the works were then Ra 


By 3 Act, intituled, . An A for amending and altering the tuo before mentioned Acts,“ a 
regulation is made with reſpect to dividends, and the proprietors are allowed to fix the freight of 
parcels under 500 pounds weight. 


The works were ſuſpended until April 5, 1786, and the Coventry Canal was alſo ſtopped atAtherſtone. 
On the 20th of June 1782, a meeting of delegates from the Oxford, Coventry, Birmingham, and 


Grand Trunk Companies, was held at Coleſhill, in the county of W arwick, for the purpoſe of 
effecting a junction, and completing the ſeveral canals, when they agreed to certain reſolutions and 


to apply to Parliament for further powers to borrow money. 
: X — 
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In conſequence of ſuch agreement, application was made, and another Act was obtained, 26th Geo. 


III.) with power to borrow £60,000 more by mortgage of the tolls, by which Act perſons are allowed 
to hold fifty ſhares in the new ſubſcription, and fifty in the old (in the whole 100 ſhares); and power 


is given to carry coals between the canal and Reading. 


An agreement was entered into by the Oxford and Coventry Companies, to which the Grand 
Trunk and Birmingham Companies were parties, and which was afterwards confirmed by an Act of 
Parliament, that as ſoon as the canals were navigable to the Staffordſhire Collieries, the rate of 
coals upon their canals ſhould be reduced to 1d. per ton. 


The works re- commenced, from Banbury towards Oxford, the gth of April, 1786; and on the 1ſt 
of. January, 1790, a fleet of boats entered the wharf at Oxford, to the great joy of the inhabitants. 


The company are empowered by the Acts of Parliament to receive the following rates of tonnage.

Ĩhere are a number of other reductions, varying in the different ſorts of merchandize, which 
are conveyed upon this canal, between London, Birmingham, and Coventry, and which are only 
temporary, and will moſt probably ceaſe upon the completion of the Grand JunQion Canal. 


There are likewiſe premiums to encourage the ſale of coals down the Thames. 


For the guarantee of the tonnage to equal {5,000 and / 10,000 per annum, upon goods, coals,

The canal is generally 28 feet wide at top, 16 feet at bottom, and about 4 feet 6 inches deep. 
The ſummit 6 feet deep, locks 74 feet g inches long, and 7 feet wide upon the fill, At a mile from 
Longford (the junction with the Coventry Canal,) is an office for collecting the tonnage, and a ſtop 
lock to keep the water from falling with the Coventry Canal, which, although on the fame level,

another engine at Napton lifts from the Braunſton into the ſummit, which is likewife ſupplied in a 
dry ſcaſon by three reſervoirs. Collateral branches were made from the canal to each engine, for 
the convenience of taking coal to them. At Brinklow the canal is taken over a valley by an 
aquedut of 12 arches, 22 feet ſpan each; and near Cosford and Clifton, over the rivers Swift and 
Avon, by aqueduQts of 2 arches each. |

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Mr. Barnes having compleated his ſurveys, and the country being found prafticable for this 
purpoſe; a meeting was held purſuant to public advertiſement, at Stowe, in the county of Buckingham, 
in the month of July, 1792, for the purpoſe of taking the ſubjef into conſideration, and for 
opening a ſubſcription for carrying on the ſame. The importance of the ſcheme brought together 
an immenſe concourſe of people, of all deſcriptions, from the different trading and manufacturing 
parts of the kingdom, ready to aid ſo deſirable an undertaking, when W. Praed, eſq. being called 
to the chair, the buſineſs and objeQs of the meeting were opened in an appropriate ſpeech by the 
Marquis of Buckingham, and upon the report of the engineer, the meeting unanimouſly reſolved 
to apply to Parliament for carrying the plan into effect, and a ſubſcription was immediately opened, 
and the ſum then propoſed readily ſubſcribed. : 


A committee, for conducting the buſineſs, was formed at the ſaid meeting, and afterwards the 
requiſite notices and proceedings were had, preparatory to the application to Parliament, for making |

Aﬀer reciting the advantages of opening a communication for the cheap and eaſy conveyance 
of goods, wares, proviſions, and merchandize, and all heavy . commodities, between the Iriſh and 4 
Britiſh Channels, and the ports of Hull and London, and the ſeveral intermediate populous and 
manufatturing towns and places, through and by means of ſeveral canals, already made in this 
kingdom, whereby the intercourſe of trade and commerce, between the ſeveral places aforeſaid, 
would be greatly promoted and facilitated; manufaRtories encouraged and increaſed; and that the agri- 
culture of the country, throughout the line and neighbourhood of the ſaid canal, and its collateral cuts, 
would be materially aſſiſted, by being ſupplied with lime and other manure, at a moderate expence; 
and that the ſame would tend very much to reduce the price of coals, throughout the whole line and 
neighbourhood of the ſaid canal and cuts, and would be, in other reſpetts, of great public utility :

By an Ad paſſed g4th of George III. intituled © An AQ for making certain navigable cuts from 
the towns of Buckingham, Ayleſbury, and Wendover, in the county of Buckingham, to communicate 
with the Grand Junction Navigation, authoriſed to be made by an A of the laſt Seffion of Parlia- 
ment, and for amending the ſaid AQ.” After reciting the Act of ggd Geo. III. and that by levels 
and ſurveys lately taken, it appeared that the navigable cuts thereinafter deſcribed, might be made 
to join and communicate with ſaid Grand Junction Navigation, which would be of great benefit 
and advantage to all perſons reſiding or having eſtates near ſaid cuts, and of public utility, the 
ſaid company were empowered to make; complete, and maintain a navigable cut from the town of 
Buckingham, through the pariſh of Buckingham, the hamlet of Bourton, the pariſhes of Maids Morton,

And it is by ſaid AQ enafted, That the general aſſembly of the company, by ſaid A& directed 
to be holden upon the firſt Tueſday in May in every year, ſhould, for the future, inſtead of that 
day, be held. upon the firſt Tueſday in. June in every year, and that every committee of ſaid com- 
pany to. be appointed by virtue of ſaid recited AQ, for managing the affairs of ſaid company, ſhould 
be appointed at a general aſſembly of ſaid company to be held as aforeſaid, upon the firſt Tueſday 
in June in every year, and at no other time; and. every ſuch committee ſhould continue for one

That all the powers and authorities by ſaid recited. Ad, veſted. in or directed to be exerciſed 
by any committee of ſaid company (other than and except to general committees) might be done 
and exerciſed by the major part. of ſuch committee at their reſpedtive meetings, the whole num- 
ber preſent at. any ſuch meeting, not being leſs than three, and the ſame ſhould be as valid. and 
effeQually as if done and exerciſed by the whole committee. 


And, for the prevention of fraud in the transfering of ſhares "i ſaid: Grand Junction Canal and 
for better regulating the ſame, it was enaded, That from and after the firſt day of June, one thou- 
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ſand ſeven hundred and ninety-four, no ſale or transfer of any ſhare in ſaid navigation ſhould 
be valid and effeftual, unleſs the deed of transfer or conveyance thereof ſhould be prepared by 
the clerk or clerks of ſaid company, and executed by the party or parties transferring, and the 
party or parties accepting in the preſence of ſuch clerk or clerks, or his or their deputy or de- 
puties, conſtituted and appointed by writing under his or their hands; and in caſe the perſon or 


perſons making any ſuch ſale or transfer, or the perſon or perſons to whom the ſame ſhould be 
made, could not attend to execute the deed of transfer or conveyance, then the ſame ſhould in

other reſpetts in ſuch and the like manner, and as fully and effeQually to all intents and pur- 


poſes as if ſaid ſeveral powers, authorities, proviſions, rates of tonnage and wharfage, and other 
matters and things were repeated and re-enafted in the body of that AR and as if the cut and 


other works by that Act intended to be made, completed, and maintained, and the like exemp- 


tions from the payment of ſaid rates of tonnage and wharfage as are allowed by ſaid firſt recited 


Ad, for or in reſpe& of any articles which ſhould be navigated, carried, or conveyed upon ſaid 
canal and cuts, thereby authoriſed to be made, ſhould be allowed for or in reſpef of the like kind

And it was by ſaid AQ enafted, That all the charges and expences preparatory and incident to, 
and attending the obtaining and paſſing of ſaid At, as well previous to as in the then Seſſion of 
Parliament (to be aſcertained as thereinafter mentioned) ſhould be paid and defrayed by ſaid com- 
pany; and in order to re-imburſe them the money which had been, and ſhall be, by them paid

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| lated to any park, paddock, planted walk or avenue to a houſe, or any lawn incloſed and adjoining to a 
manſion houſe, within ſaid pariſhes of Abbot's Langley, King's Langley, Watford, and Rickmanſworth, in ſaid 
county of Hertford) be repealed; and that it ſhould be lawful for ſaid company to make the canal, 
and the towing path on the fide thereof, and other works neceſſary to be made for the navigation, 
through and over the pleaſure grounds and parks of Thomas Earl of Clarendon and William Anne Earl

III. intituled, An AA to enable the Company of Proprietors of the 
Grand Junfion Canal to finiſh and complete the ſame, and the ſeveral cuts, and other works, authorized 
to be made and done by them, by virtue of ſeveral AQs of parliament, after reciting the Acts of gad and 
34th Geo, III. and ſaid three Acts of ggth Geo. III. and that the company. were proceeding in making 
the canal, and had completed a conſiderable part thereof, in which they had expended a large ſum 
of money, but found ſaid £.600,000 would not be ſufficient. for carrying the purpoſes of the Acts into

Said AR recites, that by the Att paſſed ggd George III. for making the Grand Junction Naviga- 
tion, certain rates were granted and made payable to the Oxford Canal Company, and in caſe ſuch 
rates, together with certain other rates ariſing to the Company of Proprietors of ſaid Oxford Canal Navi- 
gation as therein mentioned, ſhould not amount to the yearly ſums of 5, 000l. and 10, oool. 5 the reſpec-

By an Act paſſed in the 33d Geo. III. (1793) to alter and amend the laſt mentioned act, the 
proprietors were empowered to make a certain other navigable branch from the ſaid canal, near, 


*or at a place called Galgate, through the townſhips of Ellel and Thurnham, to communicate with 


the dock at Glaſſon, in the ſaid county of Lancaſter. 


The canal, when completed, from Kirkby Kendal to Weſt Houghton, will be ſeventy-five miles 


and fix furlongs in length. — From Kirkby Kendal to a place called Tewit-Field, in the pariſh of 


Warton, a diſtance of fourteen miles, is yet unexecuted. And by an ad, paſſed in the preſent 
year, (1807) the proprietors are allowed to vary a part of the line of the canal between a place 
called Hincaſter and Tewit-Field, On this length there will be a fall of ſeventy-five feet, to 
make the commuication with the executed part of the canal at Tewit-Field.—From Tewit F ield | 
to Preſton, a diſtance of forty miles, upon one level, (and called the Lancaſter Level) the canal 


is executed. From Preſton over the river Ribble to Clayton Green, a diſtance of four miles and 


a half, the communication is at preſent made by a caſt-iron rail road and incliucd planes au cach 
fide of the Ribble Valley; the riſe from Preſton to Clayton- Green being two hundred and twenty- 
two feet From Clayton-Green to Bark-Hill, near Wigan, a diſtance of thirteen miles and a half, 
the canal (called the Summit Level) is completed. The ſaid Summit Level is made fifty · one feet 


wide at the top, thirty feet at the bottom, and ſeven feet deep; and there is a tunnel of three 


hundred yards in length through a hill called Whittle-Hill, near Chorley,—From Bark-Hill ta 
Weſt Houghton, three miles and fix furlongs, not executed, 


The level from Preſton to Tewit-F ield is made forty-two feet wide at the rp, twenty-four feet 
at the bottom, and ſix feet deep. 


The moſt produttive articles carried upon this navigation, are coals cannel, lime-ſtone, free-ſtone, 
and ſlate. 


The coals, and cannel, which abound in great quantities about Wigan, im the: denen *
